A  survey  of  numerical  growth 
during  the  past  25  years  show* 
(hat,  since  1926,  Protestant  mem 
berahip  hat  increased  65  per  cent; 
Roman  Catholic.  57  per  cent.  In 
relation  U>  total  population,  the 
Protestant  communions  have  risen 
from  27  to  34  per  cent;  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  from  16  to  19  per 
cent. 

These  statistics  must  not  be  tak¬ 
en"  too  literally.  Here  is  a  little 
exaggeration,  apparently  fairly  ev¬ 
enly  distributed.  Every  church  has 
on  its  rolls  some  inactive  or  lost 
members.  It  was  recently  reported 
of  one  very  large  Protestant  body 
that  one-fourth  of  the  membera  in¬ 
cluded  in  its  count  were  not  now 
resident  members  of  any  congre¬ 
gation.  Roman  Catholic  statisti 
cians  have  a  similar  problem  in 
regard  to  marginal  or  "non  prac 
members.

The  old  theme  of  “the  conflict 
between  science  and  religion”  is 
seldom  heard.

Because  of  the  capacity  enrollment  this  fan,  many  students  were  com¬ 
pelled  to  commute  who  would  have  lived  in  the  residence  halls  had  there  been 
available  rooms.  Ia  anticipation  of  continued  increase#  ia  enrollment  in  the 
foreseeable  future,  the  Administration  is  planning  to  enlarge  Ratliff  Hall  to  be 
able  to  adequately  care  for  the  additional  number  of  single  men  students.  For 
several  years  K  has  been  the  desire  of  the  Administration  to  house  freshman 
men  students  separately,  and  the  additions  to  Ratliff  Hall  will  make  this  possible. 
The  wings  to  be  added  to  the  north  and  south  ends  of  the  hall  will  double  the 
capacity  of  the  building.  A  complete  renovation  of  the  present  structure  wiT 
accompany  the  additions  to  the  building. 


The  fine  art  department — Art,  Speech,  and  Music — have  grown  to  the 
extent  that  adequate  housing  for  them  has  become  an  imperative.  The  Art 
Department  baa  outgrown  its  quarters,  necessitating  divided  classes  and  night 
sessions.  The  Speech  Department  is  using  the  fourth  floor  of  Lowery  Hall 
Library,  the  homes  of  the  literary  societies.  The  Music  Department  is  crowded 
into  temporary  buildings.  Practice  rooms  are  located  all  over  the  campus.  This 
proposed  fine  arts  building  will  provide  sufficient  rooms  for  these^departments 
and  an  auditorium  for  dramatics  and  concerts.  In  connection  with  the  building 
is  a  proposed  amphitheater  to  be  constructed  in  the  near  which  will  fill  a  need 
for  an  out-door  place  for  meetings.

Beaten  By  Thugs 


First  Greenville  Plans  Building 


Rev.  Sammy  Crawford,  pastor  of 
Pilgrim's  Rest  Church  in  Panola 
county,  is  in  a  Memphis  hospital 
as  a  result  of  injuries  sustained 
when  he  was  attacked  in  his  home 
on  Christmas  eve.  Two  unidenti¬ 
fied  men  entered  hia  home  and  in 
the  presence  of  his  wife  and  chil¬ 
dren  kicked  and  "stomped”  him 
on  the  face  and  legs.  .  .  .then 
warned'  him  to  leave  the  area 
"within  30  days.”

The  First  Baptist  Church  in 
Cleveland,  Rev.  W.  H.  Clarke,  pas¬ 
tor,  la  able  to  report  growth  in 
every  respect  this  year.  The  Sun¬ 
day  school  and  training  union  are 
staying  well  ahead  of  last  year.
